went toward the lea ſide, where ffod a godly Towne , be- 
ing ſometimes the chieleſt of that Conntrey, and there deter. 
mines to make his abode, and is ſake traffique amengd other 
Nations, as in times paſf, where the King dwent many daies, 
hauing ſome two hundzed ts inhabite the lame Citie, being 
ſuch es were lernants to Drabali and the Callle, 
where he canſed his flagges of truce fo be hung out, which was 
a token vnto ſuch as palſed by, that (here they might ſafely ar- 
riut without daunger.

a [alt returned without any newes of her at all: which renewed 
Poil;pus ſozrowes afreſh , that but enen then had entertained alittle 
quiet by Pariſmus perſwaſions, But When he (awe Violctta was by 
no meanes to be heard of, nvz any likclb@od oz comſoꝛt left foz him tuer 
to lee her againe ; neither knowing noꝛ any way ſappoſing what ſhould 
be become ot her, his veart was ſo inwardly overcome with troable- 
ſome cogitations and doubt full cares, that de could neither refolne 10 
(ke her, noz take any courſe to cale his minde : but refted like one bi⸗ 
lerly giuen ouer, to fozlozne and carelciſe miſetie, baplie fre 

thole ſelitarx walkes where he left her, and hourely rene wing his ſoz⸗ 
rowes, by the ſad remembzante of her ablence, vitering (uch mourn⸗ 
full plaints and ſaid lamentations, that the birds that hauntcd thoſe vn⸗ 
lrequented places ſamed to monrne and lament with him. Sometimes 
accuſing himſelfe of negligence, to leaue her, to pur ae the Btare, bla⸗ 
ming her that would not ſtay his retutne, and then againe, fretting bis 


againe perlwading himlclfe ſhe was alive, then mufing why thee div 
not teturne to him if ſhe were aliue: that by contraieties of doubts, þg 
tould adde no eaſe to his cares, noz reſt to his heart, atlaſt he deter 
mined to (earch thzoughout all Germanic and Greece, but ha would 
flad her: ſoʒ he aſſatediy thought ſhe was not dead, being therts indy- 
ted, foz that he could not finde no likelihood thereof, being perſwaded by

foztable pzeſence of Panſmus and Laurana: butnotwithflanding her 
manitold iuireaties, they vſed ſome excuſes oz other, to ſruſtrate her 
Expectation, telling her that it was dangerous fo2 her to trauell pet, by 
rt alon ot her late ſicknelſe, and that ſince it was certaine Pollipus 
was no moze to be enjoyed, ſhee might ſtay with them (ome few daies, 
untill th were better able to endure ſo long a tourney : foz that the 
Boht mian Court was not ſoneare as ſhe thought. Which ercules,ra- 
ther increaled her deſire, and the moze (he lemed deſirous fo goe thi- 
ther, the moze they defrauded her by excuſes many dayes, In which 
time, (he being endued wild an cxtraczdinary wiledome, having well. 
weighed each ciccumſtance of her batngtog thither, and their frinolovs 
excuſes fo detaine her there: and withall, noting their behantours and 
ſpeches, began fo ſuſpect Archas diſgmulation : to flade ont the truth 
thereof, Cha beganne (contraty to her inward thoughts ) to frame 
c<&rfuller counte nance, and comfoztable diſpoſition, thereby to fcele 
their intents, which wzought luch effi, that within a while Archas 
would often frequent her coozpany, and in the end p2oſcredloue ts her, 
vling her moſt kindelp, carefullp, x tenderly,loemiog aboue all things ts 
regard her quist and coutent, whole (pecyes ſhe endured quietly, and 
toke in god part (as he thought) iat vpon a time, anongſt maup pee 
ches, taking htr by the hand, he ſaid,

carefull heart, by ſhewing ſome curteous ſigne of your fauourable ac- 
ceptance of xy hawble ſnife : and though my merit hath no way de- 
ſerned (ych fanonr , yet —m— 
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and yon ſhal ifinde J will be inferiour to none in god will, noz vislat e 
my pꝛoteſted lopaltie in any bndatifull reſpec. J have the bolblier pze- 
ſumed to dctsine-you here, becauſe with pour abſcence my life would 
depart;then conſtrue not amiſſe that true love and ſincere aFeaion 
which hath cauſed me to offendin, but no cffeiice at all, if you beuch- 
laſe not to take it ſo: here ſhal you entop peut fill of contenl, in as ample 
ſozt as any other plate can yelde ; then J beſech peu graunt (one 
caſc to my troubied heart , and by your ciemency releaſe mm of thoſg 
cares tyat pe ſli ſie my bꝛeaſt, onely pzocured by the piercing dart of 
pour lacred beautte. Which wo2dcs being ended, hee offered (6 
haue kift her, but thee gentite refaſing the lame, mads this re- 
p'te.

J have my Lo2v(quoth he)a veffeil 
of great largencfle, which ſometimes ſozted ſoʒ other vſes,which if we 
could deniſe to let Towne into the La, de might caſily tn that get auer 
vnto the other fide : Which demie Marcellus andthe Knight of Fame 
both lyked, And about midnight , when alltbings were at reft, they 
put the ſame in p2actiſe , and by 8 Rope lette the UzCell downe , which 
wanne mot currantly. 

Tyen faſtening a Rospe about the Knight of Fames middle, and 
after that ( with wonie faxze pꝛomiſes and pzoteflations- of perpetuall 
friendſhip ) they dad taken their leaves , the Keeper and Marcellus let 
him downe , who was lo heauie by reaſon of the weygbt of his owne 
bovie and bis Armour , that ibhcy had much adoe from letting him fall, 
and being in the Uefſeil, was [:ke to ſinke in the ſame. But with much 
ade and great daunger ol dzowninrg , by reaſon of the tottering and 
dnfepedneſle of the U:fCcil , which with euery little wege moze on 
one (ide then on the other , wog readie to turne over , he got ou io the 

dancke, which was ſo feepe vpw arts , that her hav much at to clims 
dp the ſame bu was oſte ſimes readie fo fall downe backewards into 
the Lake vader him, which woas ol an crtitding great and huge ow 
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du having happily elcoped both thoſe vaungers, ber deperted towards 
aint Avguſtiacs Chappell, accozding to ſuch dyzretions Marcellus 
þa3 given him (o finde it e (ame, Marcellus and the keeper dem vp 
the UefCel1, and betwke themilelaes to theirreft. 

The Ruigbt of Fawe had not wellremembzed Marcc!l is ſpaches, 
and therefozo haning gone ſome halfe mile from the Golven Tower, 
fearing to wander out of the way, dec toke vp dis lodging vnder a Ci 
p:elle Tree, ſpendiag the whole night in manifolve meditations, ot the 
ſacecCe et his buſtnelle : baing oftenimes in great diſpairs of nener 
(aing Angelica againe, dzawne fo that feare, by reaſomef Maximus 
lealoufle , and the diligent watche hee had fet in euere tozner of the (aid 
Lower , but eſpeciallte at the entrance , bers none went out and in, 
but the Gardiants ſeerched them, that dis mind was ſomtimes wzeckt 
with diſpaire, ond ſometimes animated to comlozt by the allared trull 
he had in Marcellus. Che night being by him in this lozt fpent,in the 
mozntng hee betwke himlel(s agatnc to his journey, and with eaſe found 
out Meint A vſtins Chappell , and knocking at the Chappell vans, it 
was long beſon any came, but at laſt de elpyed ls I. bin Ranoing

fall of pour ill and carefull ef your ged: bat whatloguer you ſhal conn- 
ſaile ma dats, J will execute. Which ſaiv,they began to Iiudis and con- 
ſult how to bzing their buſinelle about: but wers lo confounded in their 
thoaght's, that they thought tt altogether impoſlible. IT 

Now Maximus being ridde of Camillus company, and aſſured ot 
the Kaight of Fames death, gane his minde fo moze quiet, then during 
the t{are of their being there hie had done: and being wearis withcars, 
thought to recreate himſelfe by ſome exerciſe: therefoze hi appainted 
the very lame day to ride on hunting: and to that intent bee was early

Angelica immediatelę went downe with the meſſenger : and with 
the King and Quene, Marcellus and divers others departed ant ot 
the tower, Marcellus all that daꝝ kept diligent company with Angeli- 
ca, vntill the King being tarneſt in purlgits of the game, Jrayed from 
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ew : the Queene likewile was abſcnf, and moſtof Angelicas gur - 
diants, ſaving ſome fire, being indede loch as Marcellus havbefoze 
made pꝛiuis to his intent, who had firmely pzotofled to kepe his coun- 
ſaile : which oppdatunitis Marcellus teke, and 'conueyed 
Angelica towards aint Auſtios Chappell:being without þ Parke, 
when they thought themlelues farrs inough from the King thep wet 8 
baawares ſet vyon by a company of ſtrangs knights, who offered by 
lunes to catrie away Angelica. | 

Marcellus being ſomewhat afoniſht thereat, dzew his ſwom, and 
being befoze well withſ@d them. Angelicas gardiants did 
the like: that on a thers began a cruell combat betwix! them, 
batiil Marcellus was greenouſly Wounded, one ot his company ſlain, 
and the red in as great danger as might bis: but being a knight ofcx- 
s rage, he defended himſelte moſt vatiently. 9 long cont(- 
nuedz It, Mat ia the meane time,ſome of (he kings company, ba- 
ning the charge o Angelica, wilt her, which he (one declared to the 
king, who commanaded his knights to poſte every way by ſeuerall 
troupes : himſelfe and the Queene well guarded, tabs the readielt 
way out ofthe Perke : which was the ſame way Marcellus and Ano 
gelica had taken, and haſling, came to the place whers they were, in 
the bottelt of their laxzmiſh. , 

The raunge knights eſpying the King, p2eſentls tedve away, 
with all poſſible ſpade, whom many ofthe Natolians purlued ſo farre, 
bniill they might dilcrie a band of pouidiers : wherewith they tetur- 
ned with all expedition and eertilled the King thereol, who 
p:elently haſted to the Golden Tower, with the Queens, Marcel - 
lus, and Angelica in his companie ; and by reaſon of the raungers 
de ſaw infight with Marcellus, ha bade not the leaſt ſaſpition of 
Angelicaes entended flight 1 and maruatling what that Arais 
bond meane,y& ſent out lpyes to viewe of what fozce they were,who 
bauing done in all poynts acco2vingly, they went and certified bim 
khat they were tenne thouſand Soalviers, but thoy could not dilcerns

bzaced; hkewiſe Polli puꝭ ę Violetta knoWing bim,ſaluted him With 
manp conrtelies : when pzeſcntly Pariſmus declared vafo his 
father, that it was the famous knight that was called the night of 
ame. 

The King hearing that if was he, of whome be had beard ſo many 
honoucable repozts,roſe from his Kingly ſeat. and embzaced him moſt 
touingly: and enerp one in gener all, ſcemed to be moſt extiedingly de- 
lighted with his pꝛeſenee. 

Laurana behalving bis countenance, felt an excieding thaodking

Then the king called Archas, cammaumding him to declare what 
moaed him to commit that outrage to Violcita : but hie aſſuring hini⸗ 
ſelle of no leſſe then death, would make no aunſwere : wherevppon the 
King commaunding him to bee had ts pꝛiſon, appoynſed that the nerf 
day ber Would iſe his head, which was accozdingly perfozmed: who 
is bt peraduenture haue biene pardoned,but that his own conſciencs 
accuſed him moze then thoſe whome hu had offended, and ſo accozding 
to his one folly , which had brought him fo commit thole wicked acts, 
eucn lo he? was bis owns Judge: foz that his gniltis conſcience would 
no! ſuffer {ping to aſke pardon.

P. riſmenos now thought it time to beſtitre hias 
ſelfe, to wozke reuenge, and to make p;wfe of his valour, that being 
gallantly mounted, he couched his ſpeare, and ran at a Natolian knight

Fo2 knowe moſt Noble Pꝛince, chat 
now yoo are come info the landof Theſſalie, where great Luoniſi- 
us ts King. And moꝛesuer I map boldelꝑ afſure row, that both-the 
famous t woztby Pariſmus, with the Pzinceſle Laurans, ars nowe 
in this Conntrey, at the Court, inthe Cittie of Thobes. Che oc 
taſion of whoſe arrinall here, mas by teaſon that Dioniſius became 
extreamelp ſicke, and ſent/foz them: who came thither not many 
dapes ſince. 

Pariſmenos heart was ſo teuiued with his wozves , that ha 
embꝛaced the olde man with exading loye and gladneſſe , being 
carte able fo containe Himſelfe within the compalls of moderate 
refopcing , then pzeſently comming to Angelica, and taking ber 
by the hand, her moſt earueſtly deſired her to be of gad comiozt, fo; 
that their eſtate was farrebetter , then they befozs thought if dad 
biene: whole heart was likewiſe reuined in a ſudden diſpoſition, 
to acomCoztable affectation ; foz whereas boloꝛe ſhe was —_ 
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with the feare of dzowning, polleſt with a weariſoms conceit of fur» 
ther tranell, dzinen into a ſtrange and vaknowne place, farre from 
her deſire, and tontrarit tohererpecation: and withall.ſaw Pariſ- 
menos ſaꝭ and carefull heart oppzeſt with much greefe, which grit 
ned her moꝛe then all the reſt. But now baing in ſalatie, and in 
Theſſalie, where the ſhouls ſane miete Pariſmus and the Pzinceſſe 
Laurana, the thing ſhe moſt deſired, and alſs ſ@ing all her ſadnelle 
turned fo ioye, and euer thing fallen out moſt pz ie, cuen 
accozding to her hearts content, h ſcewed liks one newiy rent. 
ved com death tolice. Aud with Pariſmenos and the. teſt of that 
lmall companie, reiopced exceediagly, caſting afive all further ene 
of diſcontent, and ſpending the time they had to Ray there, in great 
plcalars,the rather fo; that Angelica, Anna, and Iconius, were

And oa a time Pariſmenos ſdelng nothing fohiuver his deferm(- 
nation, demandes af the Fiſherman,how farreit was to the Citiie 
of Thebes, PyLow(quoth he)it is ſome (wentie miles. Which 
is our beſt way fs tranellthither(quoth Pariſmenost ) my Le, it 
were mach foz that faire Ladie fo fravell thither on lots, but i pon

Oſirus then p;ſenfly cum 
ded his Gcatlewen to mount thetnſelues,his Lavy likewiſe öh 
Vdalla, and her Lavies and Eonttewomen, were as 
readinefſe, and all things neccfCorie to tonbutt them with the % 
ſtate that might bes, was pzepored, and in that ſozte with exccaving -

Then they thz&@ togither went into the Pzinceſa Angelica, mhm 
both Oſirus and his Lavie, ſaluted with moſt renerent behaniour, 
dcflring her io leanethat place , and ſolourue in their Caſtle , whi- 
ther cher ſhould be 3s welcome as heart could wiſh : whoſe li 
nefle both den and Pariſmenos accepted with mam thanks,and in 
on Vdella, ſaluted the Pzinceſſe with great rencrence,growing — 


to luch ambyzation af her beautie the liks whereof, they 
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would haue held them with great delight to behold the fame , and 
comming into the inner romes , beyelve them ſo richly furniſhed, 
that they grew into adary2ation therof, whityer Oſitus ond Vdalla 
welcommed them with ſuch heartic kindeneſſe, that they coold not 
chaſe but grow into an admirable conceit of their honcarable, li- 
berall, and vertaons inclination to true honour. 

There was a moſt coſtiy banquet farniſhed with all ſoztes of

and brhel2e the hearts of the whole companie belonging to Oſirus, 
as it were teuiued with toy faz they; pꝛeſence, which filics (hiir ſen · 
cos with an vnwonted conlent of delight, which by realon of the 
foz:ner miſcris they dad endured , (&med a Peaven of happineſſe 
and 8 Paradice of pleaſare, | 

And in this lozte they ſpent the dap, and at night were conducted 
to ſeuerall lodgings. Parifmenos by Oſirus, and divers Knights, 
that ſoiourned in his Caſtle, and ſome that attended him, Angelica 
by Vdalls, ans manyother Gallanf Ladies and beautiful Dame. 
zells, with exceeding ſt atelineſte, andcourteſte. And being alone by 
themlelues, (aging that Anna was Angelica bed-fellow, which 
ro ne ſhe was net to refigne, till Pariſmeno; ſhoals take poſſeſſion 
of the ſame: ye on the one fide meditated on his happy foztune ts are 
riue in that place, and admired Olirus courteſie,and was molt of all 
aff.cted with iop, that Augelica was ſokindely looicommed to that 
ſtraunge place, hd&ing tarre from her owae friendes and Countrey, 
that he did not onely rejoyce at their kindneſſe foz his owne parte, 
but eſpecially ſoꝛ bers, whole conlent e wicht, and defired mozs 
then his one n and withall, being now aſſured that Pariſmus and 
Laurana were both in Thellaly, his heart was fofully poſſeft with 
deſired content, that her ler med not to lacke am thing des deſired, 
but onelp to aniope Angelicas ſwate , diuine , and pure loves poſ- 
— ha was like lwiſe in alſurance to entoye within ſhoꝛte

Angelica gn the other ide, ſpent ſome part of in 
communication with Anna, — GEES —

and on the other ſide, having bene a long time troubled with care 
fall cogitations, their lences hing now they ſlept with great 
quiet.

Pariſmenos was (2 
amazed, that a god while he could not tel! how 10 behave hiaſelfe, 
but perceiuing that it was the King , de wild Angelica dzewe to- 
wards bim, aud humblie pꝛoſtrated themſelues befoze him vppon 
their kues being vnable by the ſaddainnedle ol their iope to ſpeake. 
Dioniſius not knowing them, and maruelling to (& them Rntele, 
was halts aſfoniſht , ,Ohrus fo riode him from that doubt, 
ſaide.

And afterwards Pariſmeno and Angelica, in the pzeſcnce and afs 
ſemblie of Marcellus, Remulus, ige Ring of Hungarie, the Bing of 
Sparta, and diners olhexNodle perſonages, were with mot exc 
ding Royaltie affianced togitber. And aſter Dioniſius was dead, 
Paritmenos was Crowned King of Thellalie,and lined all his life 
time in great quiet and bliſfal content, with the faire Angelica: 
Jacreaſing the honourable lame and vignitie ofthe ings 
of Theſſali:: hauing one onely Sonne and a daugh- * 
ter. Whole foztuneg and aduentaces , fil- 
led the whole __ with their 
ame. 
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
